prossed, slighted, soorned, and faulted, tecaus they are pour ! 

May 1 not e ly implore those true-hearted men and women whose 
warmest sym) jon are enlisted in behalf of the slave, to make an ef- 
fort to relieve and become more familiar with the rofferlog and the des- 
fitute who are over near ther, and whose only dependence for relief is 
upon their benevolence? No, I may not implore this ald, even to the 
most destitute and meritorious sufferers. It would be deemed an offl- 
ciona assumption. How is it, then, with the laveholdert The great 
body of stave-holiers throughout the staton and territories where this 
institution prevails, treat thelr negroes kindly. They are well fed and 
comfortably clad, They bave their holidays and Sabbaths, and fro- 
quently dwellings, and gardens, and domestic animals of thelr own, 
When past their prime, or disabled by disease or age, they are not 
turned out to die, nor sold like n village pauper, to the lowest bidder, 
tmt are tenderly and comfortably cared for while life endure. 

Yot an extraordinary exeltement begins, missionaries are gent forth, 
slavery ia denounced as an outrage against humanity ; its evils, great 
as they truly are, excessively exaggerated, and represented ag one unin- 
terruptod cries of savage barbarity, which the Christian world and alt 
good men are invoked to the righteots labor of extirpating. 

With the common attributes of humanity, could our fellow-citizens of 
the South do otherwite than resent and resist much threatened interfe- 
renee their domestic institutions ?—an interference which, however 
well intended, if successful, mast expose them to a servile war and all 
ity horrible excesses—an Inevitable, sanguinary, and fearful strife, to 
he quelled by mo other means but tho extirpation of the race it was 
yainly proposed to redeem. 

Meu porform good deeds from the promplings of their own hoarts,— 
they may be persuaded by the voice of kindness and wisdom; but by 
threats, misrepresentation nnd abuse, never, 

We all need sociul reform ; and the best means of promoting this ob- 
ject is to bo found in mutual forbearance, universal charity, and the 
diligent cultivation of the benevolent affections.

“WHAT GOOD DOES IT DO? 

This question relative to Spiritualism, is sneeringly put by those 
who Aave not and will not investigate for themselves the truth 
or falsity of the belief that our Spirit-friends can aud do come to 
us, impress us, and converse with us through the mediumship of 
persons of a peculiar temperament. Such questions are, however, 
seldom asked until their authors are driven to the wall by facts, 
showing conclusively that there is no nsa in Jonger denying that 
Spirits do come to us, and conyerse with, and counsel us. When 
they can no longer deny the fact, they ask, with complacency, 
* What good does it do?” and it is to this question that I wish 
fo reply by a few indisputable facts. J will give you first an ex- 
tract from a lotter, published in the Spiritua? Universe, of Cleve- 
land O., from Warren Chase of Wisconsin, dated Cereseo, May 
18th 1855, in which ho says: 

Last week I reached Milwaukee, and stopped at the house of a friend, 
Mr. Spalding. Mrs. Spalding had been a medium for several years, and 
frequently controled to speak in unknown languages, ay well as her 
own, She had been many years an invalid, and partially restored by 
Spirit-influenee. When I reached their house she was complaining, and 
had been for several days, of a severe acnte pain in her stomach., The 
physician said, from her description, that it was neuralgic, bat she took 
no medicine. I could not remove it, as I often ean, from tho systema of 
those who are susceptible of Spirit-influenco. The day before J cam 
she was entranced, and, when unconscious, told a friend she had swal- 
lowed a pin when asleep, going to bed with it {a her mouth, abont the 
time the pain began, and that the pin was then black, and bad the point 
bent over like a tlsh-hook, and that she could only be kept alive by Its 
being thrown up by vomiting; but that she must take no medicine or 
food. On Friday she had been without food four days, except a cracker 
or two, which distressed her very much. On Friday morning an Indian 
Spirit took control of her, and in bis broken English said he would try 
to save her, by trying to get the pin up before six o'clock; and If he 
failed, she would not live many houra; and that the chances were 
against her. Mr. Spalding had become much alarmed, and wanted to 
send for medical aid, but concluded to wait till six o'clock. She was 
controlled all day, and most of the time unconscious, but took no medi- 
cine. At about 5 o'clock she began to vomit, and, in about a pint of 
fresh and clotted blood, she threw up a brass pin, corroded and black, 
with the point hooked as described, npon which the Spirit seemed pleased, 
and assnred the friends that a)l danger was over. 

Hera we have one instance, at least, where “good has been 
done.” Will skeptics admit it? It is given on evidenco which 
would convict a person of crime in a court of so-called justice. 

I will now give another instance where good has been done 
in this vicinity, the following account of which Z received from 


the patient himself. 

On the Sth of April Jast, Mr. David Pitman, residing at No. 
124 Prince-street, Boston, was taken ill with a severe atfack of 
erysipelas, and sent for his family physician, who attended him 
three daya without arresting the disease, which had progressed 
so rapidly that he conld not see out of his eyes, nor walk with- 
out the aid of two persons to support him, The attend 
physician being called out of the city—and having provided no 
substitute—and the symptoms indicating a tendency of the dis- 
ease to the lungs, with very little hope of recovering, he consented, 
though without the least faith in his ability, to send for Canika 
Mary, of No. 6 Hayward Place, a healing Spirit-medium. When 
the messenger delivered his message, the medium seemed to take 
upon himself the symptoms of the disease, and was very sick for 
a few minutes, when he accurately described the condition of the 
patient, told what treatment ho had received, though he bad 
never seen nor heard of him before. Ho told the messenger he 
would call soon, and that in one hour after his arrival, the patient 
would be able to walk across the room, and within three days to 
he down stain, which prophecy was littorally fulfilled. Said 
Mr. P.: 

On bis arrival fn my room, at about 11 o'clack a. w, on the fourth 
day of my illness, he found my head #o swollen that Tcould not see 
out of my eyes, and the disease was fast petting on my lunga, and 1 
was so distreesed for breath that I could not lie down, but had to be 
bolstered ap in n chair; nor could I retain anything on my stomach, as 
I bad frequent vomiting and purging, by which, and a Jack of sleep, 
my system was completely prostrated. Mr. Main commenced by laying 


his hands on my head, and the diseased parts, aud then mado passes from 
the head downward, Instead of givlog druge, ‘This bad almost Imme- 


diately a soothing influence ; and to the great rise of nnd

roota and to purify the Mood—L wat able to go down stalen, and 
in a short was able to attend to my businom sgaio, Dr Main 
vielied me only sis Umra; and I firmly believe that Í waa cured try 
irit-influmie or agency, and 1Ttherefore frot it jay duty to sato the 
foots tint others may, if need pe, 
Hera we have another instance of inmnedias relief, and n 
eure of a loathanne diene, which bad rested the ordinary 
remediis of the medieal schools. { coulf add several other yery 
interesting enset of cure Ly Mr. Main, were it tecessiry ; bot J 
consider a few wellauthenticated enves anicent for the present, 
to anewir the oftrapeated question, ® What good will it doy" 
and will therefore defer the others to answer the same question 
ab another tine, nt it muat be oft repented to meet the caviling 
of these who are, and are determined to remain blind, urew 
though surrounded by the mest beautiful and cheering evidences 
that Spirituali is bringing “life and immortality to light," to 
thousande who were before in darkness for lack of tangible 
evidence,

SUSPENSION OF VITALITY. 
Marxon, Knox Cocsry, Ist, June Jst, 1855, 

Futexp Barrax : 

The secount of the puspenslon of vitality in the eave of Col. Town- 
pend, republished from the Worth British Review, in No, 4 of the Tirs- 
Gunaru, bas Induced mo to attempt what I pever lave attempted Lelore, 
viz ; to write an article for a newspaper, J do not now fee) competent 
to do this, bat my having 20 frequently wilnosted a phenomenon similar 
to the one referred to fs my apology for making the attempt. 

Some two years since when we were wittesing the manifestations In 
almost every aspect, we were Infurmed by the Spirits (as we mippored) 
that they could maynetive the mediums and excite their plrenological 
organa. They directed us to place a number of thent in a row on sente 
round the room, after which, ty calling on them to magietise n certain 
argan, the character of that organ would do gime)tancously acted ont 
bya) of them By a reqnest to mogactive the organ i1 would be in- 
stantly done. This war always done withont any one touching them. 
Forming a connection with one of them and exciting some particular 
organ, Would produce the same manifestation in al} of them, 

Now to the point: we bad been Informed that there was a pole of 
death situated xomewliere, bul po one knew where, We peaked the 
Spirita to inform as where ib was situated, which they did by causing 
one of the medinm’s hands to be placed (J think) under the right shoul- 
der-biade. When any one formed the connection with one of them, and 
touched that spot, the manifestation would appear in alf. Ihave ina 
great number of cases called, and seen others call, on the Spirits to ex- 
cite the pole of death In three or four or a dozen mediums, when they 
would immediately begin to draw their breaths as a dying person 
naturally woold; and jn n few moments they would clos their eyes 
and fall to the floor, when Jt would not he in the power of physicians or 
any one elie to detect the least signs of life in them. Nor was it In 
our power by manifestations or any otlter means to bring them out of 
that condition. After our curiosity was suDlciently gratified, we would 
request them to demagnetise the organ, when the first symptom of re- 
turning life would be a feeble pulse. We discovered that the oftener 
they were thrown {nto that condition the harder it seemed to tring 
them out, which alarmed us, and we desisted from the experiment. As 
they would begin to come to, thay would express a desire to remain in 
that condition, as it was delightful. 

I could relate many of the most wonderfal manifestations, and tack 

them up with testimony under oath; but would the world at large 
believe them? In talking with friends who never would investigate the 
subject, they have often said, “I believe all you say except on Spirit- 
umism; J believe yon to be honest in that, but deluded.” My reply 
has been, that if T thonght so I never would testify in court, for it isa 
subject that never has excited me in the least, as I bave been a fall be- 
lie Spirit-Intercouree ever since I was five years old, and J am now 
fifty. When at that age, E went lo ary mother’s grave, a half mile from 
any one, and by solicitation saw and held intercourse with her; and I 
verily believe the cord of sympathy that bound ns together bas never 
been severed, 
Should a belief in the immortality of the soul be a delusion, I for one 
am well assured it ia worth all it costs, if only for the happiness it 
brings with if, But all an individus) can do is to throw himself in the 
way of proof and he is bound to believe.

the time. Ik it the soul of his Spirit, or the external caraal mind which 
thus revels In the memory of the past?

Having mldnesd what secre to me satiefactory evidence that mag- 
netic poles or epherss pertain to the nervons syetem, it becomes appa- 
rent that those vital phenomena called magnetic, are truly #0, 

A particular portion of the brain gives origin to nerves of sensation ; 
another has relation to werves of motion, The nerves of tengation 
convey currents of vita? electricity to that partion of the brain which 
takes cognizance of sensation. Tho nerves of mation convey currents 
from thosa parts of the brain whieh contro) voluntary or other motion 
under the tnflaence of the will, ete. a 

‘The various Nexures, ganglions, unions and bifureations of the nerves 

ín the various paris of the aystem, present fatorable conditions for the 
developtacnt of magnetic powers, and particularly the expapefon of 
tite nerves on the sensitive extremities, ag the ends of the Singers. The 
hand, from this reason, is an eficient agent in inducing «yurpathetlc 
magnetic efforts, and the uranner appears simple. Thus the faods of 
two persons are placed fn contact, with the intention of tringing about 
the magnetic sleep in one, He whose constitution is most active, and 
whose will het powerful, will have the ascendency. The polasity io 
the ends of tris fingers being more Vigorows than in the olber, by a pro- 
cess similer to that known in terrestrial or mineral magnetism, may 
induce n change of polarity in the selject, This change of polarity 
once induced, the currents cirendating in the nerves which organize? 
ihis polarity originally, become changed in a manner similar io that 
stated in premiss 4th.

Throagbout al) space, it may be readily supposed, electricity" exista 
ina latent form, and may be the medium of relation of one distant 
object with another. It may be that the undulations of this in the iani- 
nite ether, may give rise to those sensations whieh we sight. It may 
be that undulations of a different nalure, propagated through this nre- 
dium from oue object to another, may give action do the polarity of the 
perceptive organs of the clalrveyant in a manner to induce the perfect 
action of those organs fa relation to things which the outward senses 
refuse to recognize in the normal state. But who can say It is eo? 

How fs it that the clairvoyant gathers up the events of the past, as 
it were ín a bundle, and sefects from these with accuracy! How is iz
